Talk of Deadlock Discredited. 


Talk of a deadlock over the naval 
ratio is not regarded seriously by the 
conference leaders, who were more em- 
phatic than ever today of final agree- 
ment on the 5-5-3 basis. An American 
spokesman, talking to correspondents, 
said: 

“In affairs of such vast importance 
optimism is a good policy. But it is 
well also to have good basis for your 
optimism. When you have confidence 
in the merits of your proposals as’ a 
basis for your optimism you are on 
solid ground. That is our poSition.” 

When the naval experts of the pow- 
ers resubmitted the ratio question to 

e conference itself yesterday the 
question was put squarely back to the 
heads of the American, British, and 
Japanese delegations. Thus the “big 
three,” Hughes, Balfour, and Kato, 
have the issue before them for deter- 
mination.

Donald R. Richberg has representes 
to the Illinois commerce commission 
that 90 cents per 1,000 cubic feet is “a 
reasonable cost for gas” in Chicago.

REFILLING MAKES ONE ‘SILO 
DO WORK OF TWO. 

Expensive building material has pre- 
vented beef and dairy cattle men from 
buliding silos during the last few 
years, and in many cases where two 
silos are needed farmers have only 
oue.” Refilling silce in midwinter has 
consequently become a necessity to 
supply enough silage to finish beef 
steers or carry dairy herds through te 
grass. 

Making one silo do the work of 
two has brought new problems. Silage 
coming from refilled silos is not as 
valuable as the first crop, and allow- 
ance raust be made for this in feed. 
ing. ‘In spite of the fact that cori 
fouder made into silage is not as valua. 
ble as silage made from the green corn 
plants, the value of the dry staiks and 


‘blades may be greatly increased by 


storing them in the silo. There is 
much less waste where fodder is made 
into silage. 

Fortunately 
comes when fields are usually frozen 
and fodder can be easily hauled out. 
Most refilling is done in December and 
January and not later than the last of 
Februar y. | 

In refilling, an abundance of water 
is needed, because the blades and 
stalks of corn that come direct from 
the shocks are dry and must be moist- 
ened when cut up and blown into the 


silo. Fifty-fifty is the rule to follow— 


100 pounds of water to every 100 
pounds of fodder. There is little dan- 
ger of getting too much water. Lack 
of water usually is the cause of silage 
spoiling when it is made from fodder. 
The ears may be broken off or left on. 

Where there is a water system the 
water may be added with a hose as the 
chopped up fodder passes through the 
blower, or the water may be added 
with a bucket after the material is 
blown into the silo. The principal ob- 
ject is to see that the water is added 
uniformly. The silage will mold where

Hominy Souffle. 


A good many incidents have con- 
vinced the writer that big hominy or 
samp, most ‘commonly labeled pearl 
hominy, as one of the daintiest of the 


own in tke diet of our countrymen at 
large. It is appreciated and used con- 


tinually in a certain section of the 
country. When well cooked it is much 
easier to digest than heans, and costs 
less, usually. The home cooked costs 
only one-eighth or one-tenth what that 
in cans costs, and the latter has none 
of that frebh cooked, dainty, almost 
vanillalike flavor of the fresh cooked. 


It is not necessary to soak big hom- 
iny over night. Wash one | ae of it, 
after picking it over carefully, and 
add to it eight cups of cold water. Put 
on stove in covered kettle and bring 
slowly—remempber, slowly—to a boil, 
and cook anywhere from three togight | 


kettle.
